SUBJECT: Contemplated Travel to the USSR by Walter 

PYSKIR, the Husband of Maria Zalewska

1, The contents of the reference aeaoranduia were dis- 
cussed with]" D of SR, 

both of whom ate Familiar with the case of Maria Zalewsfca 
PYSKIR. As dyscussed with you during; our telephone conversa- 
tion of today/, it was decided that the fol lowing course of 
action should be undertaken: 


a* The Milwaukee resident officer should get 
in touch with Maria to determine from her exactly 
what and how much her husband knows about her first 
husband and about the circumstances of her arrival 
in the United States* FYI : According to our files, 

her husband knows her maiden name and about her two 
sons by her previous marriage. 


b. Having talked with Maria and determined 
how much her husband knows, contact her husband and 
try to dissuade him F rof( , going to the Soviet Union, 

Maria may want to dc this herself after her visit 
with the Milwaukee resident officer. If she does* 
she should be permitted to do so. In any event, and 

of immediate importance, Maria's husband should be asked 
not to fill out the visa request questionnaire at the 
present time. 

c. Should Marin and the Milwaukee resident 
officer fail in their efforts to dissuade her hus- 
band from his decision to nake the trip, it may be 
necessary to have him brought to Washington, at 
which time wc will endeavor to impress him with the 
fact that he would indeed be inviting serious 
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trouble for himself, for Maria, and for their 
relatives in the Soviet Union. Should all the 
above efforts fail, we sdght then tmdertakc 
to persuade the Department of State to deny 
hin n passport. This course of action, 
however, we prefer to take only as a last 
resort .

However, since the Milwaukee resident officer is acquainted 
with Maria's husband and intends to talk to hin personally, 
we shall await further word from you before any action is 
undertaken.
